THE LIBERAL REUNION. 


HARTINGTON WANTS GLADSTONE TO REPU- 
DIATE ALL ALLIANCE WITH PARNELL. 


Chamberlain to Continue to Support the 
Government—Probability that the Peace 
of Europe Will Be Maintained—The 
Chatham Navy Yard ndal—The Amer- 
ican Legation Not Impticated—Rev. Dr. 
Parker’s Tribute to Beecher—Canadian 
Canal Tolls—Foreign News, 


Specia! Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, March 9.—The prospects of a Lib- 
eral reunion which will include all sections of 
the party are not so bright this morning. 
Hartington has put his foot down against any 
concessions which start on the basis of an 
Irish Parliament and Irish Executive, and 
which are not prefaced by a formal repudiation 
by Gladstone of all alliance with Parnell. 
Hartington’s friends claim that he has fifty or 
sixty supporters. If this is 80, the chances of 
a reunion are, of course, seriously lessened; 
but Hartington, after all, isanxious that the 
Government of Ireland should be properly 
carried on. As Saliswury’s Cabinet is fail- 
ing to do this; he .may natdYally be 
expected to turn to the only alternative. With 
regard to Chamberlain, I believe he is likely to 
continue to supportthe Government. So far 
as coercion is concerned, he has been shown a 
draft of the provisions of the Dill, and his in- 
fluence, no doubt, will be on the side of mod- 
eration, but he isavery wary man, and not 
inclined to 

FALL BETWEEN TWO STOOLS. 

Much depends on his success with Morley and 
the more extreme Gladstonians, who do not 
receive his advances in an entirely friendly way, 
Allthese may simply mean that the settle- 
ment will take a little longer than anticipated. 
I see no reason to depart from my statement 
that reunion is approaching with measured 
strides.

A TRIBUTE TO BEECHER. 


LONDON, March 9.—The Kev. Dr. Joseph 
Parker, pastor of the VUity; Temple, whose 
guest the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher was dur- 
ing his recent visit to London, publishes a 
tribute to Mr. Beecher’s memory. He says he 
does not hesitate to pronounce Mr. Beecher 
the greatest preacher who) ever lived, and 
continues: ‘‘We, who have bowed with 
him in prayer, know with what might 
of humility, penitence, faith and love he 
stormed the Kingdom of Heayen. His moral 
fearlessness was consistent throughout. It 
was in vain to threaten Mr. Beecher. Having 
made up bis mind no Luther was better pre- 
pared to face loss, infamy or desertion. I 


] never heard him say one unkind word of any 


enemy. When Mr. Beecher left my bhonse he 
put his arm around my neck, Bissed me and 
said, ‘Good-by, old fellqaw, Llove you.’ These 
weré the last words fF d from’ MF. Beech- 
er’s lips. My house’ is targer and 
brighter because Mr. ‘Beecher tarried 
there. Mr. Beecher and his wife used 
to call themselves two.olM folks. Verily, 
they might have been young lovers, so devoted 
were they to one another. I wish to be at Mr. 
Beecher’s gravein spirit to take one short 
look at the place where his body lies, and 
thereafter to look steadily upward to the 
heaven to which he ascended.’’ 
THE CHATHAM NAVY WARD SCANDAL. 

Commander Chadwick, United States naval 
attache in London, had an interview this 
morning with Vice-Admiral William Graham, 
Controller of the Navy,at the Admirality office 
in relation to the statements that the 
draughtsman, Terry, who has been dis- 
missed from the Chatham Navy Yard, had 
revealed secrets of naval designs to 
the American Legation. The controller said 
that these were merely newspaper assertions, 
and thatas faras the stories connected any- 
body in the Legation with the Dock Yard 
treachery, they were entirely false. All the 
Admiralty knew, was that Terry had sold to 
private persons designs which he had gained 
possession of by reason of his position 
in the Government employ. Mr. White, Sec- 
retary of the American Legation, has con- 
firmed and emphasized the denials that any 
British naval plans have been obtained by 
underhand methods. The agent of the Asso- 
ciated Press in London has been authorized to 
deny that the American Legation was in any 
way implicated in the Chatham Navy Yard 
scandal. 


Bulgaria. 
A FATAL BLUNDER, 

BUCHAREST, March 9.—It is stated that Ben- 
dereff and Grueft should have led the revolt 
of the troops at Silistria, but fearing 
to cross the Danube, owing to floating 
ice, senta fisherman on ahead with enclosed 
instructions for the commander of thé garri- 
son. The fisherman, either by accident 
or design, took the papers to the 
prefect of the town instead of to the com- 
mander. The latter hearing thatthe authori- 
ties had got wind ofthe plot, startea the re- 
volt prematurely, andthus probably prevent- 
ed its successful accomplishment, 

UNNECESSARILY INDIGNANT. 

The Telegraph, commenting on the discharge 
of the draughtsman, Terry, from the Chatham 
Navy Yard, says: ‘‘Ifthe charge that Terry’s 
revelations went indirectly to the American 
Legation be true and it be proved that 
the Government at Washington has surrepti- 
tionsly tried to bribe British officials to 
turn traitor, a violent wave of indignation 
will sweep over this country. The people of 
England and the United States are on the 
friendliest terms and there is every desire on 
our part to maintain these relations. The 
British dock yard Officials are willing to 
show foreigners details of English naval 
reserves or resources, but the nation 
desires all this to be opem and above board. 
Treacherous trafficking in State secrets, when 
discovered, will be visited with swift censure 
and punishment. 

ALLEGED REVOLTING BRUTALITY. 

Lonpon, Maren 9.— The Journal De St. 
Petersbourg accuses the ‘‘Bulgarian dicta- 
tors.’’ as it calls the regents, of torturing 
the prisoners who took part in the recent 
revolt and committing atrocities under the 
name of summary executions. ‘*Their re- 
volting brutality,’’ the Journal declares, 
‘will enlighten public opinion as to the 
real worth of these pretended defenders of the 
country.’’ The Journal also says: ‘‘M. Neli- 
doff, Russian Ambassador to the 
Porte, at the pressing invitation 


of his Government, “nd supported by 
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Herr Von Radowitz, the German AmbDassador, 
charged Riza Bey, special Turkish egent in 
Bulgaria, to visit the political prisoners 
and to stop the atrocities visited 
on them as punishment for their connection 
with the recent revolt. Riza Bey can not 
witness with indifference a continuance 
of these atrocities without compromising 
Turkey’s authority as Suzerain in Bulgaria, 
and encouraging the usurpers. We 
hope,’’ says the Journal, ‘‘that these 
excesses may induce the conviction 
that there is urgency for the 
termination of the martyrdom of the unfort- 
unate nation which Russia’s devotion called 
into existence, and which is too great for 
European toleration to permit to be surren- 
dered to anarchy. The limits of patience 
have been transgressed.’’ 
TOO LATE. 

VIENNA, March 9.--Before the recent execu- 
tions at Rustchuk were known in St. Peters- 
burg, Russia invited the powers to use their in- 
fluence with the Bulgarian regency to prevent 
the commission of atrocities during the strug- 
gle of the political parties in Bulgaria for 
power. The invitation was not received by 
any ofthe powers before the executions had 
taken place. 


Germany. 


SECOND READING OF THE SBPTENNATE BILL. 

BERLIN, March 9.—The septennate bill was 
called up for the second reading 
in the Reichstag to-day. Herr Stauf- 
fenberg’s amendment, proposing that the 
term of the bill be three instead of seven 
years, was rejected by a vote of 22 to 28. 
Eighty-eight members abstained from voting. 
The Polish and Alsatian members were absent. 
The Socialists voted with the minority. 

M. DE LESSEPS. 

M. De Lesseps has arrived Bere. He was 
met by M. Herbette, the French Ambassador, 
and conducted to the French Embassy. 
It is stated that a part of M. De Lesseps’ mis- 
sion here is to endeavor to secure Germany’s 
assistance in neutralizing the Suez Canal.

ABOLITION OF CANAL TOLLS. 

OTTAWA, Ont., March 9.—A deputation con- 
sisting of delegates from the Hamilton, To 
ronto, Kingston and Montreal Boards of 
Trade, and the Montreal Corn Exchange Asso- 
Clation, waited upon the Cabinet yesterday 
afternoon and asked for the total abolition of 
canal tolls. This decisive step was under- 
taken after a carefu! consideration, a united 
action having been determined upon several 
months ago. 

A BOGUS INTERVIEW. 

The Minister of Customs says, with refer- 
ence to an alleged interview that has been 
published in the United States and English 
press as having taken place between a newse 
paper reporter and himself, in which 
he iis represented as saying that 
the Dominion Government has under 
consideration fa retallatory bill, the 
details of which were given, and 
which they proposed laying before Par- 
liament, heavily increasing and in many in- 
stances making a prohibitory duty on Ameri- 
can products coming into Canada, that no 
such interview ever took place; that it is a 
fraud and a gross imposition on the news- 
papers that published it. He further states 
that, from-what has been learned, this fraud 
had its origin in the same quarter as the bogus 
draft of a reciprocity treaty between Canada 
and the United States, which was telegraphed 
over the continent from here last fall.’

HENRY WARD BEECHER,

The Funeral of the Great Divine to Bea 
Public One, 


NEW YORK, March 9.—The arrangements for 
the funeral ofthe late Henry Ward Beecher 
are not yet completed,but it has been decided 
that it shall be a public one, but the 
services at the house will be of a strictly 
private nature, in compliance with the 
wishes. of the family. The serviees will 
be conducted at the house by Dr. C. H. Hall of 
the Church of the Trinity, the old friend of the 
fameus preacher. None but the family will 
be admitted to these services, which 


will be of the simplest nature. The body 
willbe escorted to Plymouth Church at the 
close of the family funeral services, by the 
Thirteenth Regiment of Brooklyn, of which 
Mr. Beecher was chaplain. The regiment 
will then pass the body, which will be laid in 
front of the platform. The regiment will be 
then dismissed and will leave Company G, 
whichis known as the Plymouth Company, 
and is composed chiefly of members from Mr. 
Beecher’s congregation, to remain on guard 
while the body is laid in state in the 
church. The church will remain open all day 
Thursday, and the friends and members of 
the congregation will have the first privilege 
of passing before the body. On Friday 
the church will be thrown open tw 
the public. This course has been 
rendered necessary in consequence of 
the extent of the circle of friends and admir- 
ers of the great divine. The Citizens’ Com- 
mittee, of which Ex-Mayor Seth Low is Chair- 
man, will have charge of the body until the 
interment on Saturday. 
TO LIE IN STATE. 

The coffin will be avery plain oneand will 
be covered with best broadcloth, with plain 
silver mountings. There is to be no orna- 
mentation except a plain silk fringe. It will 
restin the church ona platform raised six 
inches from the floor ofthechurch. The feet 
will rest toward the east, so that the people 
passing up the east aisie and “ih 
front of the pulpit will geta full view of the 
features as they pass along slowly beside the 
bier. They will turn to the right gt the 
head of the coffin and then out into 
Orange or Cranberry streets. On Thursday 
none but those having tickets will be admitted 
to the church. The tickets will be given 
to pew- holders and others entitled 
to them. Each pew holds __ five 
persons, and only four tickets will be given to 
the pew-holder, the other ticket being re- 
served for visiting members of G. A. R. Posts, 
privileged persons and personal friends. It was 
expected that an overflow séryice would have 
been held inthe Academy of Music, but that 
building could not be obtained, as it was en- 
gaged by the Philharmonic Society. The pri- 
vate funeral services will be held on Thursday 
and the public services on Friday. 

SPRVICES IN OTHER CHURCHES. 

The Aldermen met to-day and apppointed a 
committee to wait on ex-Mayor Low, 
Chairman of the Memorial ommittee,. 
They offered the use of the City Halil to allow 
the remains to lie in state. They were 
thanked and told that it had been arranged to 
have the remains lie in state 
in Plymouth Church. The Plymouth 
Church Committee accepted the offer of the 
citizens’ committee headed by ex-Mayor Low, 
to have formal! services held in the different 
churches in the vicinity of Plymouth Church 
at the same time that funeral services are held. 
It would be impossible for the thousands of 
people to gain admission to the churoh.

A BIG “DEAL.” 


THE B. & OF RAILROAD BOUGHT BY THE 
RICHMOND TERMINAL SYNDICATE. 


Negotiations to This End Reported to Be 

. Definitely Concluded—The Purchase Ef- 
fected Through Alfred Sully—Mr. Sully 
Interviewed—The Jersey Central, Penn- 
sylvania, Reading, Erie, New York Cen- 
tral and Richmond Terminal Koads Said 
te Be in the Scheme—Kesults of the Com- 
bination—A Splendid Railroad System 
Contemplated—ixcitement in the New 
York Stock Market—Disagreeing Officials 
—Railroad News. 


NEw YORK,March 9.—The Times says: The 
Times is authorized to announce that control 
of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Company 
passed into the hands of Alfred Sully of New 
York. Negotiations with President Robert 
Garrett have been in ~progress for 
some time. Yesterday and late 
into last night there were important 
meetings relative to the transaction. To-day 
Mr. Sully will be able toshow in Wall street 
the written contract by virtue of which Mr. 
Garrett puts him in possession. This is the 
greatest, and bids fair to be the most influen- 
tial, railway deal that has taken piace in this 
country within many years. It throws other 
affairs of the sort far into the shade. 

The possibilities of this new control are be- 
yond estimation. By the acquirement of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad—the one railway of 
the land that has ever been considered out of 
the market—Mr,. Sully and his friends become 
controllers of what is probably the most ex- 
tensive railway system in the world. It 
stretches from New York almost to the utter- 
most parts of the South and far into 


the West. Itinciudeg the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey, the Philadelphia & Reading, the 
Richmond Terminal and Richmond & Dan- 
ville properties; the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia lines; the Central Railroad of 
Georgia, and now, last of all, the Baltimore & 
Ohio. And of ail these properties there is to 
be made one great trunk line with 18,000 miles 
of track. 

There will be unmeasured wonderment in 
railway and financial circles generally when it 
comes to be known that the Garretts have 
really given up their control of the Baitimore 
& Ohio system. It has been a family posses- 
sion; it has been a family pride. The posses- 
sion was profitable; the pride was well based. 
But the indications at this time are that Robert 
Garrett is not to sever his connection 
with the company. it is copsid- 
ered probable that Mr. Garrett. will 
even continue in the Presidency. The 
primary idea of his father may be much for- 
warded by this new deal; now, indeed, does 
the Baltimore & Ohio Company become a part 
—and a most important part—of just such a 
trunk line as John W. Garrett planned and 
wisped for. By thetransferof the Baltimore 
& to control to Mr. Sully and the syndicate 
that is associated with him, the Baltimore & 
Ohio practically sees its lines lengthened over 
7,000 miles in the North and 9,000 miles in the 
South. Ang the telegraph war—this wonder- 
ful coup places in Mr. Sully’s hands the power 
to settle that, too. 


The News in Baltimore. 


BALTIMORE, Md., March 9.—Mr. Robert 
Garrett, President of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad Company, was seen to-day, but had 
nothing to say inregard tothe reported ar- 


rangement for a transfer of a control ofthat 
road. The New Yotk Times, containing a 
statement which appeared to be authentic, 
has created a sensation here, The city asa 
corporation is largely interesteu in 
the Baltimore & Ohio, and there are 
private interests which are opposed _ to 
the control of the road geing out of Balti- 
moreée’s hands: The Baltimore & Ohio road 
has been looked upon as a Baltimore enter- 
prise and while Mr. Garrett has preserved a 
reticence as to eyerything that has been 
rumored, there are many who fear that there 
istruthin the statements published in the 
Times. There is a conviction here that if the 
road shall pass into other hands, the express 
and telegraph system will go with it. The 
matter is discussed on the exchanges and the 
street corners, and while some approve, many 
condemn the action. 
GARRETT WILL NOT TALK. 

Mr. Garrett has been seen since 1 o’clock to- 
day, and the statement in the New York Times 
was read tohim. He still persisted that he 
has nothing to say about the rumored 
deal. It is stated by one to whom Mr. Garrett 
confided that he used the expression: ‘‘We 
are in New York.’’ The excitement in- 
creases here because of the refusal of 
Garrett to make any communication in regard 
to the matter. The most careful inquiry can- 
not discover that the city authorities have 
been consulted though the — owns more 
than one-fifth of the entire stock of the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad.

own a@ majority of the stock. In telegraph 
circles there appears as much ignorance 
of what has been going on as elsewhere. The 
people bere generally have settied down to 
the conclusion that a deal has been effected 
and that Baltimore wijl become only a way 
station in the great railroad system. 


The Results of the Combination. 


NEW YORK, March 9.—The Evening Post, in 
its financial article, says: ‘‘The attention of 
the Street and the general public has 
been concentrated upon the progress of 


the scheme for the amalgamation of half a 
dozen great railroad properties under the 
control of the Richmond Terminal Syndicate 
with so much skepticism about its success 
that even when it was openly and positively 
stated by members of the syndicate that they 
had acquired control of the Baitimore & Ohio 
speculators and others apparently waited 
for further developments to show the extent 
of the whole scheme before taking much inter- 
est in the market. The prevailing 
belief is that a esettlement of the 
telegraph war will be one of the results 
of the Jersey Central, Reading, Bal- 
timore & Ohio, Richmond Terminal 
combination. It is acknowleadzed'_ that 
the Baltimore & Ohio would like 
to part with its telegraph property, which, in 
the present state of war with the Western 
Union, has beep a_ continual loss to 
the B. & O. The Western Union people 
would, of course, hold off, and talk as though 
they did not want to buy. But, on the 
other band, Mr. Gould controls over 
4,000 miles of railroad west of the 
Mississippi and south of St. Louis. The sys- 
tem of roads comes tothe Mississippi at two 
points, viz.: At St. Louis, where it would 
connect with the Ohio & Mis- 
sissippi, controlled by the Baltimore & Ohtlo, 
and also at Memphis, where it would 
connect with the Richmond Terminal 
roads. An eastern outiet and fine terminal 
facilities in Jersey City for these western 
properties may eventually have some influ- 
ence in settling the telegraph war. It is the 
further development of these possibilities that 
the public seemed to be waiting for this fore- 
noon.

Disagreeing Ballroad Officials. 


New YORK, March 9.—The Times says: The

The action of this con- 
ference will be the last step to be taken by the 
Trunk Lines and their allies before the law goes 
into effect.

A Vigorous War to Be Waged—Why Two 
Detectives Resigned. 


Detective Badger, who has been given 
charge of the suppression of lottery and 
gambling, promises to soon have the numer- 
ous policy shops about thecity closed. This 
morning he took out warrants against 
Richard Thomas, Louis Sahrman, Will- 


iam Fergusen, Clinton Kennett and 
James hite, charging them with 
selling lottery tickets. This business was for 
a long time in the hands of Detectives Herbert 
and Emmett. Their efforts to suppress gam- 
biing and lottery proved an ignobile fail- 
ure, and under their administration the 
business thrived &nd grew. When they 
took hold there was not a_i tilottery 
shop in the city, now they are seattered all 
over. Few cases were brought by these offi- 
cers, and when they did bring one, the de- 
fendants invariably managed to get off aito- 
ether or escape with a light fine. The 
eads of the lottery were never brought 
up and in all their cases, with 
a few exceptions the defendants were dis- 
charged because of the wrong charge being 
made or the State’s witnesses going back on 
them. 

About a week ago Detective Herbert snd- 
denly and mysteriously tendered his resigna- 
tion which was accepted by the Board and no 
reason for his action was ever given. At the 
same time Detective Emmett who had been his 
partner was removedjfrom the lottery business 
and put on other work. This rning he 
was taken from the detective force by Chief 
Huebler and piaced on a beat. mett im- 
mediately tendered his resignation, which has 
not yet been accepted. The Chief refuses to 
speak of the cauvsesof Herbertand Emmett’s 
departure from the force, but smiles when 
asked about it and says ‘‘they are gone, that’s 
all.’’

DYING WITH PNEUMONIA, 


A Respite Asked for Dan Jewell, the Negro 
Wife-Murderer. 


Afreshray of hope for Daniel Jewell, the 
negro murderer, has appeared just as his last 
chance for life, as he supposed, was 
swept away. As has been previously 
stated, Jewell has been suffering 
for some days from pneumonia, 
and his illness has become quite serious. 
This morning when Dr. Dorsett visited the 
condemned man whom he has been 
attending for four days past, he 
discovered that Jewell’s right lung 
had become _ solidified. As the Sheriff 
is opposed to hanging a sick man, he has de- 
termined toendeavor to secure a respite for 
Jewell for thirty days to give him time to 
either get well or die before the time set for 
the execution. If executed Friday, unless he 
picks up wonderfully between now and then, 
Jewell will have to be curried to the gallows. 
To obtain the respite the Sheriff has obtained 
acertificate from Dr. Dorsett, the Jail phy-, 
sician, in which the latter states that he Jas 
attended Jewell four days and that the doomed 
man is 

VERY SICK WITH PNEUMONTA 
of the right lung. The doctor gives it as his 
opinion that Jewell will not be able to walk to 
the galiows on Friday mourning, and respect- 
fully recommends that the Governor grant the 
man a respite of thirty days. Jailer H. O. 
Siegmund endorsed Dr. Dorsett’s statement 
of Jewell’s coadition, and Judge Normile al- 
so recom mended the respite on the 
ground that to hang Jewell would 
bea violation of decency. The Sheriff will 
write a request for a respite, and it together 
with the recommendations of Dr. Dorsett and 
Judge Normile and the certificate 5f Jailer 
Siezgmund, will be mailed to Governor Mar- 
maduke, whom the Sheriff thinks will grant 
the request. 

Whether the respite should be granted is a 
question on which there is considerable differ- 
ence of opinion. In the first place many hold 
that itis

to keep the man in jail for thirty days longer 
suffering with pneumonia than it would 
be to hang him now. Then again 
it is claimed by some that a man 
is never 80 content to part with 
life as when very sick, and that when in good 
health he will suffer much greater mental tor- 
ture when executed. Thenit is also argued 
that if the respite is granted, the man may die 
inside of the time setfor the execution, and 
the gallows thus cheated ofits prev. Another 
view taken of it is that it setsabaa precedent. 
If this man is respited, itis claimed that others 
who want time will feign sickness when about 
to be executed, oreat soap or other stuff to 
make theruselves sick. 
THE DEATH WATCH 

was placed on Jewell at 6 o’clock this morn- 
ing. The deputy sheriffs on the watch are re- 
lieved every six hours by other deputies, and 
this plan will be kept up until the execution 
takes place, unless the Governor grants the 
requcst for a respite.

THE FRIENDS OF THE STREET SPRINKLING 
MONOPOLISTS BEAT THE BILL 


—~_ | 


Providing for the Sprinkling of the Streets 
Under the Direction of the City—Fine 
Work Resorted to in Accomplishing That 
Object—The Original Bill Counterfeited— 
A Temporary Measure Proposed for the 
Coming Summer. 


The members of the House of Delegates, who 
congratulated themselves on the passage of 
the sprinkling bill last night, were premature. 
The sprinkling contractors, who have organ- 
ized and brought pressure to bear on their 
servants in the House of Delegates, are re- 
joiced over the result. With the elections 
coming on it was for a time doubtful 
if the monopolist contractors could 
nerve up the delegates to stick- 
ing pdint. It was a big request to 
ask a candidate for re-election or promotion 
to the Council to fly in the face of his constit- 
uents and support the worst gouge now au- 
thorized in this city. The contractors have 
made the householders feel their power. The 
prices have heretofore been established at 
iheir pleasure. Each block has been forced to 


yield enormous profits or go without sprink- 


ling, as the contractors have an understand- 
ing never to interfere between one 


another and their respective victims. 


The city has been divided into 


districts in which each contractor is per- 
mitted to extort rates from the property own- 


ers without fear of competition or  inter- 
ference. Delegate Marriott, an avowed foe 
of the monopolies, has had an experience of 


which he gave the House the benefit. ‘‘I was 
paying $100a year for sprinkling,’’ said he. 
‘‘It was exorbitant. I went to another con- 


tractor and asked him at what figure 


he would take the work. He refused flatly 


to entertain any proposition, saying that the 
street was in another contractor’s district, 


and he would not compete with him under 


any circumstances. This was in pursuance of 


an agreement between themselves.’ 4 


THE CONTRACTORS HAVE SHOWN THEIR POWER 
to maintain this condition of things. Shortly 
after the oO ing of the year Council- 
man Edward Devoy, who had_ suffered 
the exorbitant charges and was in full 
sympathy with citizens who suggested 
A change, introduced a bill aimed 
atthe monopoly. The bill appealed to every 
member of the Council who could testify him- 
selfto the outrageous charges of the contract- 
ors. Comptroller Campbell had been con- 
sulted and pronounced the plan of the city 
sprinkling financially feasible. The bill went 
through the Council and was sent to the 
House, where a piece of high-handed work 
was resorted to. After it was amended a bill, 
purporting to be the Devoy bill, was returned 
to the Council In compliance with the rules. 


IT WAS A COUNTERFEIT, 


bearing forged indorsements, and was de- 
tected by Mr. Devoy, the author, and Mr. 
Seddon, whose initials as Chairman of the 
Committee on Engrossed and Enrolled Bilis 
were forged. A communication was then 
drawn up and sent to the House of Delegates, 
demanding the original bill. This communli- 
cation was never read in the House. Atthe 
next meeting of that body no mention what- 
ever was made of the letter from the Council. 
The bill was.delayed several meetings while a 
new measure was being prepared. When it 
was called inits order one night while the 
Delegates were lolling about for want of busi- 
ness, Delegate Collins, who reclined in his 
chair, jumped to bis feet and demanded: 
‘‘What bill is that just called up?’’ 


‘‘The sprinkling bill,’’ replied the clerk. 
‘‘Oh, then I move we adjourn.’’ 

The House adjourned on a majority vote. 
Delegate Morrissey, who has been violently 


opposed to any enactment on the subject, 
amended the bill recently by inserting a clause 
providing for it to take effect atonce, The 
friends of the bill did not see the intention of 
this move. Any Dill containing an ‘‘emer- 
gency clause,’’ as the proviso mentioned is 
callea, can only be passed with that clause by 
a two-third vote. The plan was a 
shrewd oue and intended to de- 
feat the bill without putting the 


contractors tothe necessity of securing fif- 


teen votes as ten would serve the purpose. It 


was bunglingly executed, however, as the 
clause was inserted on a call of yeas and 
nays instead ofacallofthe roll. Last night 
the sprinkling bill was put upon its passage 
when it received 13 votes against 11. Although 
it had a majority it did not 
have a majority of the members elected, 
asrequired by the city charter, and the bill 
was defeated. An effort will be muadeon Fri- 
day night to reconsider the bill. 

Had the bill passed last night it 

WOULD NOT HAVE AFFORDED ANY RELIEF 
until next year by reason of the delays with 
which ithas met. Delegate Marriott has pre- 
pared a temporary measure to give 
immediate relief but it will prob- 
ably be killed by the same votes. 
His bill provides that on the payment of atax 
of $land the execution of abond inthe sum 
of $100 any person may be permitted to draw 
waterfree from the public fire plugs. This 
billto become null and void January 1, 1888. 
In explanation Mr. Marriott to-day said 
it would break up the monopolies 
which now control the street sprinkling 
in this city and which apportion 
the victims among themselves by districts. 
It is based on what he understands is the plan 
in Cincinnati, and would inno wise interfere 
with the fire engines. Hedoes not intend it 
for anything more than & temporary measure 
and will endeavor to push it through the 
liouse. He holds that a greater number 
of sprinklers will enter the busi- 
ness and take contracts wherever the 
can getthem under the bond of $100 for the 
faithful performance of the work prescribed 
inthe proposed ordinances. As the Charter 
prohibits the city from contracting any debt 
beforethe Municipal Assembly receives a cer- 
tificate from the Comptroller, certifying that 
the requisite amount to discharge the same is 
in the City Treasury,the general sprinkling bill 
ordaining the districting and sprinkling of 
the city atthe public expense, cannot go into 
effect until next August, after the collections 
are made. For this reason the temporary 
measure is offered.

THE BEALE CLAIM. 


Farwell Declares His Title to the 
Land is Good. 


CHICAGO, Ill., March 9.—The Times says:

MRS. WHEELER WINS. 


STRUGGLE OF TWO SISTERS FOR POSSESSION 
OF THEIR MOTHER’S PROPERTY. 


The Family History of Charles Ransom, the 
Dead Sporting Man, Aired in Court—Mrs. 
Isabella Frost, Cut Off With 8100, Unsuc- 
cessfully Contests Her Mother’s Will— 
Judge Cowenhoven’s Decision. 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, March 9.—The long contested 
will case in which the family history of Charles 
Ransom, the dead sporting man, has been 
made public, came to anend before Judge C. 
H. Cowenhoven in the Common Pleas and 
Orphans’ Court at New Brunswick yesterday 
morning. The decision wasin favor of Mrs. 
Fannie Wheeler, the proponent of the willof 
Mary, R. J. Jones, her mother, who was at 
the time of her death the oldest sister of 
Charles Ransom. The story of the will has 
been told at length and attracted a good deal 
of attention among the many friends of 
the Ransom family. Mrs, Jones had 
two grown-up and pretty daughters, Mrs. 
Fannie Wheeler and Mrs. Isabella Frost. The 
former had been unsuccessful in two matri- 
monial ventures, and aftera wandering stage 
life as a ballet dancer, she settled down upon 
the Ransom farm near New Brunswick with 
her mother. Mrs. Isabélla Frost, who lived 
on Long Island with her husband, was cor- 
dially disliked by her younger sister, and 
when the two became inmates of the Ransom 
farmhouse, trouble arose and a petty quarrel 
began which has since resulted in a contest of 
the will of their mother, Mrs. Frost alleging, 
as the caveator, that her sister had so infiu- 
enced her mother that the latter cut 
her off with a bare $100 from 
personal property valued = at $12,000. 
During the life of Charles Ransom those quar- 
rels were more subdued. He gave his sisters 
ample means to live in comparative luxury, 
and would not tolerate their perpetual quar- 
reling. At his death he left each an interest 
in the farm, grading the bequests in compari- 
son to their respective needs. Mrs. Frost’s 
husband was empowered to run the farm and 
divide the proceeds among the sisters, The 
life formerly led by Mrs. Wheeler could not be 
continued atthe farm. The gay society with 
which she was wont to mingle could not be 
found in

about the farm, and when, pending an appli- 
cation for divorce from her husband, she 
sought the society of gentlemen, the surviving 
sisters of Charles Ransom placed a veto on her 
acts, and constituted themselves her advisers. 
Her mother, enfeebled by age and sickness, 
was unable to watch over her, and chafing un- 
der the restraint placed upon her, she coaxed 
her mother to take the Atwater farm and live 
with her upon it. Mrs. Jones complied with 
the request, and the quarreling sisters were 
thus separated. Mrs. Jones died at the At- 
water place on March 30, 188, anda day 
or two after her burial her will was 
read, which cut off Mrs. Frost with $100 
and left the residue of her property to Mrs. 
Wheeler. The will was drawn up by Ex-Gov. 


Ludiow,who still continues his law practice at 
New Brunswick, and when it was offered for 

robate in the Middlesex Orphans’ Court,Mrs. 
Frost, through her attorney, James H. Van 
Cleef, produced a caveat in which Mrs. Frost 
damned that Mrs. Jones’ will had been made 
through undue influence exerted against her 
by Mrs. Wheeler. It was alleged that the lat- 
ter had poisoned the mind of the testatrix by 
false statements, and that in her weak mental 
state she had been an easy victim to the wiles 
of one sister in securing the virtual disinherit- 
ance of the other sister. A great deal of evi- 
dence was adduced from both sides, and 
yesterday came the result. 

THE DECISION. 

‘‘The Court has carefully weighed the evi- 
dence in this case,’’ said Judge Cowenhoven 
in giving his decision, ‘‘and cannot see but 
that the provisions of the statute have been 
fully sarsied out in the making of the will. It 
has been properly signed, witnessed and de- 
clared to be the last will and testament of the 
testatrix. There is no evidence which will 
justify the Court in finding that Mrs. Jones 
was not in possession of allher mental facul- 
ties atthe. time the instrument was Pyees. 
Was she subjected to undue influence? Much 
irrelevant testimony has been given, showing 
the unbappy differences existing between 
members of the Ransom family, and this 
should have been confined to the breasts 
of the sisters, and never should have 
been admitted here. Undue influence must 
be of such power as to destroy the free agency 
of the testatrix. Mrs. Wheeler was compara- 
tively friendless and alone. She found care 
and protection with her mother, who very 
naturally bestowed upon her that affection 
which she had lostin her eventful life. Mrs. 
Frost was cared forand protected by her hus- 
band, and therefore did uot crave motherly 
affection as did her sister. Underthe circum- 
stances it would appear that Mrs. Jones be- 
th bt her of the comparatively destitute 
condition of her youngest child and left 
the bulk of her fortune. The Oourt 


therefore, see that undue influence was used 
and will admit the will of Mary Richmond 
Jones to probate in this court.’’ 

Mrs. Wheeler was not present when the de- 
cision was rendered, but Mrs. Frost occu- 
pied aseat within the bar beside her voun- 
sel. Toareporter she said: ‘‘My sister does 
not deserve this. Whether the evidence 
plainly exhibited her influence against meor 
not, does not alter the fact that she pois- 
oned my mother’s mind against me and se- 
cured the property which should have been 
equalled divided. She is a bold, designing 
woman, and the money she has 80 basely 
obtained willdo herno good. She will now 
sit in her coach and havea liveried coachman 
on the box, Isuppose, as she has always said 
she would. She is not a Ransom. I am 
through with her forever.’’ 

Mr. Van Cleef, counsel for Mrs. Frost, said 
last night that he might take the case up to 
the United States Court on appeal from Judge 
Cowenhoven’'s decision, but would not be cer- 
tain of such a movement until it was ascer- 
tained whether his client would be compelled 
to pay the costs of the past trial.

COMPTROLLER CAMPBELL. 


His Plan for Lessening the Rate of Taxa, 
tionin the City. 


Comptroller Campbell is working on the 
taxation problem. While aiming to do justice 
to the city of St. Lonisheis, under his plan- 
made to appear to those not familiar with the 
question, as advocating an increase of the 
burden. The work of adjusting the taxes has 
many disheartening features about it, 
principal among which are the results of the 
work done bythe District Assessors. Under 
Article 10, Section 11 of the State Constitution, 
the maximum rate of taxation for 


‘‘cities of over 300,000,’" an impersonal 
manner in which the Legislature is in the hab- 
it of referring to the Missouri metropolis, is 
fixed at 1 per cent for municipal purposes. It 
cannot exceed this amvuunt. The necgssities 
of municipal government require a tertain 
amounton whichtorun. Thissum must be 
raised or the municipal machinery will stop. 
St. Louis requires $3,500,000 per annum. oO 
raise the tax portion of this sum it is necessa- 
ry to fix the taxable values at about £2]5,000,- 
000, but by another constitutional pro- 
vision four-tenths of 1 per cent 
goes to the State, so that every 
dollar added to the taxable values in the city 
yields to the State. The result is that the city 
pays into the State coffers about $800,000 an- 
nually in taxes, and this amount is increased 
to nearly $1,000,000 by licenses making the city 
of St. Louis alone pay between 37% and 40 per 
cent of the total State tax revenue. The ag- 
gregate State taxes are about $2,400,000 and of 
this amount St. Louis pays nearly 
$1,000,000. The fact is that in the 
endeavor to raise the municipal revenue 
the taxable values are raised to the actual 
values in this city, while throughout the State 
they average about two-thirds less. eee mt 
of the subject to-day Comptroller Campbel 
said: ‘‘The matter has been discussed a great 
deal, and I have been called on by many citl- 
zens, and particularly by the PostT-DISPATCH, 
as the financial officer of the city, to devise 
some plan of relief. I consulted a great 
many gentiemen as to the means 
of carrying it out after I had 
drawnupaplan. Theonly way of securing 
the desired change wus by a constitutional 
amendment, which I accordingly drew up.’’ 
The amendment which Comptroller Campbell 
referred to is one increasing the rate from 1 per 
cent to 14 per cent for St. Louis. Atthis rate 
the taxable values might be reduced to about 
$150,000,000 and still supply all the necessities 
of the Municipal Government, and at the same 
time decrease the exorbitant proportion 
paid to the State, although St. Louis would 
still pay much more than her share. 
By increasing the rate and decreasing the tax- 
able valuations, the city will come by its own 
and the property-holders here will not be 
forced to do as much work for the State then 
as is required from holdersin other portions 
ofthe State. The needs of the City Govern- 
ment cannot be decreased, and with the 1 per 
cent limit it will be necessary to force up the 
values to meet the increased expenses. 
With each increase of taxable values, 
the State comes in for additional 
revenue so thatthe people of St. Louis must 
pay tothe State outof all proportion. Presi- 
dent J. J. O’Brien has just prepared the ap- 
pended statement of the taxable values in this 
city for the taxes of 1887 and forwarded the 
same to the State Auditor. The statement is 
given in two parts, owing to the difference in 
the aggregate rate. Inthe old limits included 
within the river and a line 660 feet west of 
Grand avenue the rate is $2.55 per $100. The 
statement is as follows:

Judge Noonan Thinks Recorder Hobbs Is 
Not Properly Treated. 


Judge Noonan thinks the City Council are 
guilty of an abuse of power in attempting to 
take the books of the Recorder of Deeds office 
from Recorder Hobbs and having them 
changed by the lowest bidder for the work. 
Speaking ofthe matter this morning he said: 


‘*They should not take out of the Recorder of 
Deeds’ hands the right to control his books for 
the purpose of changing them. Common cour- 
tesy would dictate that the Recorder should 
have the right to superintend and control 
the changing of his books. Ali the Municipal 
Assembly have any right todoisto make the 
appropriation for the change. I know if they 
attempted to take the records of this court 
out of the clerk’s hands to change them I 
should make a very vigorous kick, and so 
would any other judge of a court at any at- 
tempt of this kind to change his books and 
take them out of theclerk’s hunds. Yet there 
is no more reason why court records are more 
important or should be more sacred than the 
records of the Recorder’s office.’’

A WARNING EXAMPLE. 

What the Democrats of Missouri are 
doing for their organization by placing it 
under the control of railroad attorneys is 
seen in the repudiation of the party’s 
platform by about one-third of the mem- 
bers of the present Legislature. These 
gentlemen seem to think that if the Dem- 
ocratic Convention really meant what it 
saidin its platform, it would not have 
elected at the same time a committee no- 
toriously hostile to the platform.

JEFFERSON City, Mo., March 9.—Chairman 
Shaw of the House Committee on Militia said 
this morning: ‘‘Well, I think the prospects a 
trifle better to-day for the passage of the 
militia pill this afternoon.

Senator McGinnis’ bill authorizing street 
railway es to change the motive power 
on their roads, which has passed the Senate, 
was taken up for third reading and passed by 
a vote of 115 yeas to 4nays. The billonly needs 
the Governor’s signature to become a law. 
The bill is shortand simple. In five lines it 
gives to every street railroad company in any 
city of this State which by its charter or ar- 
ticles of association is or may bé only author- 
ized to use horse-power for itsfoperations, au- 
thority to also use such other motive power 
for that purpose as has been or may be per- 
mitted by the city ordinances. 

Mr. &mith’s bill was passed authorizing the 
organization of trust companies with $50,000 
etock. The presentlaw compels such com- 
panies to have $)00,000 capital stock. Bill No. 
368, introduced by Mr. Johnson, amending 
what is commonly known as the ‘‘gallon 
law,’’ was taken upand passed. The bill in- 
creasing the minimum quantity of liquor 
which may sold by u drug- 
gist from one gallon to four gallons 
and prohibits the sale of less than four 
gallons, excepting on prescription by a physi- 
clan. «Dr. Newberry got the floor and stated 
that h@ wished to call up the local option bill.

FRANK W. PEEBLES 


Dies This Morning After a Lingering Iil- 
ness—Funeral Arrangements. 


Frank W. Peebles, the lawyer, died this 
morning at his home 2621 Olive street. He 
would have been 42 years of age on the 29th of 
next April. A little over a year ago his friends 
became alarmed on account of indications of 
consumption, andin February of last year he 
went to California for his health; in August he 
returned, not materially improved in 


health, and since then he has been 
gradually losing strength. He however 
was not confined to his bed until about 
two weeks since, and from that date 
to this morning, gradually sunk; his death 
was painless and unaccompanied by a strug- 
gie.

He now asked 
that inasmuch as the $1,000,000 cash had al- 
ready been paid inandthe bond-requirement 
only remained unfulfilled, that the committee 
be permitted to transfer the prop- 
erty to the new company, the 
Wabash & Western Railway Company, which 
company should give the bond required by 
the court.

Judge Brewer said that it had been the in- 
tention of the court for its receivers 
to retain possession of the system until 
such a time as it could finally discharge 
the company. Butrecent events had led the 
Court to believe that it would be wise for the 
Purchasing Committee totake possession at 
an early date and the order of December 31 was 
made with thatin view. The Court wished to 
rid itselfofthe property as myer A as pos- 
sible, doing exact oo to all parties in in- 
terest. He asked that Gen. Hubbard’s sug- 
gestion bereduced to writing and submitted 
in form. 

Master in Chancery E. T. Allen rose for in- 
structions. A clause of the order of Decem- 
ber 31, he said, directed him to make a report 
to the court of earnings, expenditures, de- 
ficiencies and surpluses of ali the lines in the 
system uptothe date of the order. He had 
been unable to comply with this direction, as 
until a week ago the receivers had not 
been in position to submit to him the accounts 
for the purposes of the investigation. The re- 
port of the receivers which had been often re- 
ferred to in the past two days’ argument, was 
notareport filedin court, buta compilation 
made by the receivers at his (the Master's) 
suggestion to guide him in the investigation to 
be pursued undertheorder. There are before 
him now on references intervening petitions 
in which questions arose to be settled by that 
inquiry. It wus claimed by some intervenors 
that the system of book-keeping pursued by 
the receivers had been erroneous in failing to 
give therm credits and in reducing the amounts 
oftheir credits. He wished to ask the Court 
if it would not be advisable for him to appoint 
aday and give notice when he would hear 
such objections or whether the Court wished 
him now to proceed under the order. 

Judge Brewer, after consultation with Judge 
Thayer, saidthe investigation by the Master 
would be suspended until after the Court had 
rendered its decision on the mattersthen be- 
fore it. 

J. E. McKeighan, who said he represented 
holders of receivers’ certiticates, asked if he 
might submit suggestions as to the bond to be 
given before possession of the lines is sur- 
rendered by the Court. The Court said it 
would consider such suggestion, and also 
memoranda that Wager Swayne asked if it 
would find acceptable. No other matters be- 
ing before it the court then adjourned. Neither 
Henry Crawford or Robert Lincoln were 
present during the moring session.

A SLICK SWINDLER, 


Wm. C. Hickman Skips te Canada After 
Victimizing Boston Capitalists. 


Boston, March 9.—Willlam C. Hickman, 
originally of Philadeiphia, but lately of Bos- 
on, has joined the American colony in Can- 
ada, after having, it Is alleged, swindled a 
number of Boston capitalists out of between 
$30,000 and $50,000. Hickman claimed to have 
aformula for manufacturing an article that 
he called ‘‘sugarine’’ out of common starch. 
The sugarine was to take the place of ordinary 
sugar, to which it was equal in all respects. 


According to Hickman’s story, the sugarine 
could be made for 1% cents ated pate and sold 
readily for 5% cents. Several capitalists be- 
came interested and furnished considerable 
sums of money, which, it is said, Hickman 
perverted to hisown use. When he found he 
could no longer blindfold his dupes he left the 
city tour Montreal, where he now is. He makes 
no secret of his whereabouts. Hickman is 
said to be very well connected in Philadeiphia.

THE CIVIL COURTS. 


A CANINE RECEPTION TO A BILL COLLECTOR 
AND THE SEQUEL. 


Claim of a Widow Growing Out of the Shap- 
leigh-Cantwell Disaster—Mrs. Handy Re- 
cites Her Marital Woes—Damage Suits 
on Trial To-day—Judge Barclay’s Opin- 
ions—New Litigation. 


The damage suit of Robert Laessig against 
F. F. Henseler was called to-day before a jury 
in Judge Seddon’s Court. This is a claim of 
$5,000 damages resulting from the bite of a dog. 
According to the petition of Mr. Laes- 
sig he was invited to call at the resi- 
dence of Mr. Henseler on Sheridan and 
Cass avenues, January 31, 188%, for 
the purpose of collecting a bill. He entered 
the premises on that business and was at- 
tacked by asavage and vicious dog, who was 
unrestrained, although it 1s alleged that Mr. 
Henseler well knew that a stranger wouid fare 
badly by coming into the place. Mr, Laessing 
was lacerated in the lower limbs and was 


put to great expense for nursing and minedical 
attendance. He bases his claim for damages 
onloss of time and bodily suffering. The 
answer of Mr. Henselér is to the effect that Mr. 
Laessig came upon the premises in an 
improper manner and that his own careless- 
ness and negligence in so doing led to the 
attack of the dog. 


The Shapleigh-Cantwell Disaster. 


Mrs. Johanna Mahan, widow of John Mahan, 
entered asuit to-day against the Shapleigh- 
Cantwell HardWare Company, claiming dam- 
ages in the sum of $5,000. She obtained leave 
of court to sue as a poor person. Her hus- 
band lost his life at the coliapse of the hard- 
ware building on Main street, Saturday, 
afternoon, December 11, 1886. Mrs. Mahan 
states that her husband was employed as a 
packer, and that the fallof the building was 
owing tothe defective condition of the walls 
and the negligence of the firm in overloading 
the upper floors with heavy goods. 


Drove Her from Home, 


Mrs. Sarah E. Handy entered a suit in the 
Circuit Court to-day against Robert E. Handy 
seeking a decree of divorce. They were mar- 
ried March 10, 1880, and lived together until 


June last year. Mra. Handy alleges that her 
husband has treated her in a cruel and barbar- 
ous manner for two years past; that he has 
given wayto habits of intemperance, and at 
times under the influence of liquor has placed 
his wife in fear of her life. On two occasions 
he drove her from home, forcing her to seek 
shelter for the night among strangers. On the 
first occasion her child was only two weeks 
old. Mrs. Handy further alleges that her hus- 
band has failed to support his family for up- 
wards ofa year. She asks for the custody of 
the two surviving children.

A GRACEFUL AND TOUCHING ACT, 


Ex-Gov. Curtin’s Gift to Gen. Oates, a Dis- 
tinguished Ex-Confederate.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 9.—Ex-Gov. 
Curtin of Pennsylvania, before leaving the 
city yesterday for his home, dida graceful and 
touching act which will go far to heal the 
wounds between ex-Confederate soldiers and 
the old war Governors. Gov. Curtin’s most 
intimate friend in the House was Gen. Oates of 
Alabama, who was a dashing Confederate offi- 


cer. He was one of those who followed 
Lee in his campaign through Pennsylvania, and 
to-day carries an armless sleeve as evidence of 
his presence at Gettysburg. Gov. Curtin, when 
Minister to St. Petersburg, was presented 
with a handsome pair of sleeve-buttons by the 
Ozar of Russia. Not long since one of the 
buttons was lost. This morning the two gen- 
tlemen met at Chamberlin’s when Mr. Curtin 
took from his pocket the remaining button. 
Asking forthe armless sleeve of the Confed- 
erate general, the Governor gracefuily placed 
the button in the shirt-cuff, and said to 
Gen. Oates that he desired to leave with 
him a memento, that as upon the soil of 
Pennsylvania, and perhaps with a Pennsyl- 
Vania gun in the hands of A 
Pennsylvania soldier he had lost his 
arm,he wanted to present him with the button 
asan evidence that he, as the Executive of 
the State at the time of the struggle, had for- 
gotten the past and would bind the wounds of 
his foes with ribbons of love and goodfellow- 
ship. Gen. Oates, though brave asa lion, 
showed the gentieness of a woman, after look- 
ing first at the little trophy and then at the oid 
war Governor, and could not restrain his 
tears. They bade each other an affectionate 
farewell, and Mr. Curtin started for the train 
to carry him to his rural home, forever to re- 
tire from the stage of public life, where he has 
been a prominent actor ior nearly half a cen- 
tury.

He urged the rack-renting lords to 
reduce their rents, but he did not rise to the 
situation, nor did hedecline to afford aid to 
these rack-renters in collecting the rents that 
he had admitted were unjust. Mr.A.Balfour 
will not be ona bed of roses. Personally, he 
is an amiable gentleman, but something more 
than this is requisite to meet the Irish preb- 
lem. Of late he has not been very well. but I 
hear that he consulted Dr. Sir William Jenner 
before accepting the Irish Secretaryship, and 
he gave him a certificate that he was physically 
fit tor the situation. 

THE UNIONISTS. 

The Unionist party is disintegrating. The 
round-table conference has not met for a 
month. Some negotiations have taken place 
between Sir William Harcourt and Mr. 
Chamberlain, but the gloss put upon 
them by the Birmingham Post is entirely 
misleading. No understanding has been come 
to, nor will any be come to unless Mr. Cham- 
berlain be prepared to free himself from the 
illusion that there isthe most distant inten- 
tion of replacing Mr. Gladstone’s homerule 
bill with one from the Birmingham mint. If 
he will accept the leadership of Mr. Gladstone 
and the lines of Mr, Gladstone’s bill he will be 
received back with the joy that is feltin para- 
dise over the repentant sinner. If he will nat, 
then he and his brother burgraves will remain 
in the little pit which they have aug for them- 
selves.

SINGULARLY SILENT. 


The Correct Attitude of Local Congrega- 
tionalists Toward Beecher. 


Although not going as far as their Chicago 
brethren, who refused to passa vote of con- 
dolence on Henry Ward Beecher, the Congre- 
gational pastors of St. Louis at their meeting 
Monday studiously avoided any formal 
reference to the great preacher. The 
announcement that they had spoken 


othim affectionately grew out of the state- 
mentofoneof the pastors earlier in the day, 
that he had no doubtthatthe meeting would 
take appropriate action. As the meeting 
drew to a close one of those present did bring 
up the subject of Mr. Beecher’s dangerous 
illness, and it was supposed that, if forgetful- 
ness had prevented any previous action, this 
allusion would bring about aé formal 
expression ofsympathy. But the conclusion 
of the speaker’s remarks was followed by a 
beautiful silence, and the gathering soon 
after adjourned, and Beecner’s name never 
appeared on the minutes. In Chieago the 
Methodists: were the only ones to remember 
the great divine, while inthis city the action 
of the Congregationalists leaves the Christians 
or Disciples to have this distinction alone. 

Rev. Dr. Henry A. Stimson, pastor of Pil- 
grim Congregational Church, was seen last 
night, but did not care to pass any opinion on 
the action of the Chicago ministers, as he did 
not think the newspaper accounts of the meet- 
ing’s proceedings were correct. Dr. E. 
P. Goodwin, who was reported to have 
led the opposition to the motion of 
condolence, Dr. Stimson has known a 
long time, and he could not believe 
he would do anything mean. He could not 
make himself think that Dr. Goodwin would 
do anything like that. Any remarks which 
Rev. Dr. Hammond might have made were 
notexpressive ofthe meeting’s sentiment, as 
he bad no church in Chicago and simply kept 
up his relation with the ministerial associa- 
tion for friendship’s sake. 


FOUND GTILTY. 


Henry Landgraf Convicted of Murdering 
His Sweetheart, Annie Tisch. 


The testimony was continued in the case of 
Henry Landgraf yesterday afternoon and the 
case was giyen tothejury. Wm. Litto of 2024 
Lemp avenue followed Dr. Dean on the stand 
and testified to admissions by Landgraf that 
he had shot the girl Annie ‘lisch and hoped 
he had killed her. This was immediately 


after the shooting. The witness disarmed 
Landgraf and turned him overto the police. 
Mrs. Sophia Landgraf, sister-in-law of the de 

fendant and his brother, Joseph Landgraf 

testified to statements of the defendant and 
admissions of the shooting. He had said to 
Joseph that he intended to kill the girl, and if 
he could not doit at his brother’s house, he 
would take her toan assignation house and 
there dispatch her. Officer Biind testified 
that Landgraf had made avoluntary state- 
ment to him at the Gate Street Station. Other 
policemen told of the statement made by An- 
nie Tisch at the City Hospital inthe presence 
of Landgraf. 

Dr. A. CG. Bernays was given a hypothetical 
case similar to that of Annie Tisch, and asked 
ifthe wound was necessarily fatal. He said 
he did not think it was. It was difficult to say 
what wounds were absolutely fatal. He de- 
scribed the treatment necessary, and on his 
evidence the case was closed. 

Judge Normile instructed the jury briefly. 
The speeches of Messrs. Bishop, Bass and 
Clover were thirty minutes each. The jury 
was out but a few momeénts, and returned 
with a verdict of guilty of murder inthe first 


degree. 


A RACE FOR BLOOD, 


An Exciting Scene on West Pine Street Last 
Evening.

Presented with a Solid Silver Tablet by His 
Press-Room Employes. 
From the New York WorRLD. 

Joseph Pulitzer was given a genuine surprise 
last night by the employes of the press-room, 
who presented him with a handsome silver 
tablet set in a cabinet frame covered with blue 
plush. For some months these gentiemen had 
been desirous of expressing to Mr. Pulitzer 
their appreciation of his generous and uni- 
formly kind treatment, and they finally deter- 


mined on this method. The fact that the pre- 
sentation was contemplated wis carefully 
kept from Mr. Pulitzer’s knowledge until last 
night, when he was asked to go down into the 
press-room.

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MUST GO TO GUESSING. 


The Signal Service Bulletins Practically 
Stopped—Radical Changes. 


There was considerable disappointment on 
’Change yesterday and this mnorning over the 
meagerness of the Signal Service reports. Out 
of eighty stations usually reporting only nine- 
teen appeared on the bulletin, and these were 
only such as are on the St. Louis circuit, 


a few from Uolorado, Texas, Arkan- 
sas, Iowa and Missouri. All the 
Northwest and the Lake Kegion, both very 
important districts, and all the Middle and 
Eastern States were entirely unreported. As 
a consequence the big weather map on 
‘Change forthe first time looked very sick, 
only a few marks being on it. Sergt. Weber 
was unable to draw the isobars or iso- 
therms to indicate the whereabouts 
of the low and high areas, or 
to map out other important data. 
There was nothing to tell whether a cold wave 
was being generated in the Northwest or not, 
and the speculators that have looked to the 
map for information were left without their 
bearings. The discontinuance of the reports, 
as announced in the PosT- DISPATCH, is due to 
the failure of the deficiency bill to pass, and 
the consequent ant of money. This 
state of affairs will have to exist 
until July 1, the beginning of the new 
fiscal year. The indications are sent out as 
usual, but itis hard to tell when further cur- 
tailment will be ordered. Secretary Morgan 
stated to-day that the bulletins were much 
missed on ’Changeé, but nothing could be done 
but wait till July 1. The rumor that Kev. Ira

A New Base Ball Club—The Registration 
Figures—Notes and Personals. 


A meeting of citizens was held last evening 
at Starkel’s Hall for the purpose of organizing 
a base ball association.

TROUBLED BY INSOMNIA, 


Henry Schmidt Kills Himself Very Early 
This Morning. 


This morning another suicide by shooting 
was committed inthe same neighborhood in 
which Niesen killed himself yesterday. This 
morning Henry Schmidt, a German, 50 years 
of age, residing at No. 828 South Twenty-sec- 
ond street, wasthe individual who did away 
with his own life. He was better known by

NEW BRUNSWICK’S HERMITS. 


Dld-Sam Declares Fanny is Alive and Will 
Show Her to the Curious To-Day. 

By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

g New YORK, March 9.—All day yesterday 
policemen patroled the embankment over- 
looking the ravine in which nestles the cabin 
of the Denmeads at New Brunswick. The ex- 
citement over the disappearance of old Fanny 
Denmead, the wife of Samuel, has grown in- 
tense since the publication of the story, and 
the residents of New Brunswick are deter- 


that the mystery must be solved. Two 
ieke bave passed since Fanny Denmead 
was seen striding about the streets of 
New Brucswick, carrying a basket filled with 
chips which she had gathered from ash barrel 
or street. She did little chores for the town 
folks. When she was missed it was rumored 
that she had died and that her body was buried 
beneath the floor of the old cabin. Occasion- 
ally John Denmead gazed forth from the 
lattice barrier at the door oftbe hut. Robert, 
aged 60, was seldom scen. Sam, who is 70 

ears old, made his appearance at 
the opening of the hut. He quickly 
glided out and ascended the em bank- 
ment. His appearance was reeted 
with a shout from the crowd that had as- 
sembled and which followed at a distance. 
He went to the office of nis counsel, C. F. 
Cowen. He was pgreatly worried about the 
crowd around his hut, and wanted the lawyer 
to secure assistance in driving them away. 
In arambling way he spoke of his wife and 
her sickness. He spoke as if she was still 
alive, saying: 

‘‘Fanny only said yesterday, that I should 
gee you.’’ 

FANNY PROBABLY ALIVE. 

He admitted that she had been sick for two 
months. Nobody besides the men and Sam- 
uel’s wife have ever entered the hut, and itis 
not considered strange that Samuel did not 
engage a physician to attend the sick woman. 
Last evening the POsST-DISPATCH correspond- 
entsaw Samuel at the police headquarters, 
whither he had gone to explain the mystery, 
he said, of his wife’s disappearance to Chief 
He said that he knew his legal rights, 
and did not intend to have his home invaded 
by a curious mob. 

‘‘Fanny has been sick foralong time,’’ he 
said, in answer to an inquiry. ‘‘She was com- 
irg down the hill to the hut, about a month 
ago, when she fell to the bottom. Her face 
Was cut by the rough and stony side of the hill 
and she has been sick ever sipce. Then she 
caught a cold which settled on her lungs, and 
we have been compelled to nurse her very ten- 
derly. She is alive and getting better. A sud- 
den invasion now may cause arelapse and 
may prove fatal. This silly chatter about her 
being buried in the cabin is stuff and non- 
sense. Perhaps 1 will take a friend ortwo to- 
morrow to see her, but I wouldrather not.’’ 

A PROMISE. 

He informed Chief Fourat later that he 
would aliow him to see his wife through the

He then went home, 
and some hours later it was rumored that the 
real reason of his visitto the lower section of 
the city was to secure the services of a lawyer 
to drawup a will.
